The prize animal was taken back home and headed 
a large parade in the streets of Muncie after which he was given to the Tuberculosis Association who re- 
sold him at auction for about $1000. After this he was slaughtered and sold by a local butcher for from

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Feeding Cotton Seed Meal to Beef Cattle 


By J. G. STEIN, in Tennessee Farmer 


Within the last decade cotton seed pro- 
ducts have forged to the front as valuable 
concentrates for feeding live stock. They 
have found their field of greatest usefulness 
as protein feeds for various classes of live 
stock. Especially is this true in the fatten- 
ing of beef cattle and the feeding of dairy 
cows. A larger per cent of cotton-seed meal 
is consumed in the fattening of beef cattle 
for the market than is used by any other 
class of farm animal. The average feeding 
period for this class of cattle is from 90 to 
120 days, and comparatively large quanti- 
ties of cotton-seed concentrates are used. 

A great volume of experimental work has 
been done on the feeding of beef cattle. 
Many experiment stations throughout the 
land have carefully studied the problem of 
the amounts of cotton seed meal that should 
be fed to different types of animals and at 
different stages of their growth. 

In one experiment, steers were fed 7 lb. 
of C. S. M. per day for 110 days without 
showing any signs of meal poisoning. When 
silage or other succulent feed was used as 
roughage the meal could be fed for longer 
periods without producing harmful results. 

In another experiment cattle were fed a 
ration of cotton seed hulls and meal. ‘Good 
gains were made for the first 60 days, after 
which the gains decreased and after 100 
days little or no gains were made. We may 
therefore conclude that for short feeding 
periods hulls and meal would prove satis- 
factory. When silage constituted the 
roughage uniform gains were made over a 
feeding period of 150 days without ill ef- 
fects. 

Where alfalfa is grown successfully little 
or no cottonseed meal is used. It has been 
used most extensively in the corn belt as a 
supplement to silage. Cottonseed meal has 
not only proven to be economical for fat- 
tening cattle in winter but is used in cake 
form as a supplement to grass. 

Experiments at Jackson, Tenn.—The ex- 
periment of most interest to Tennessee 
farmers is the one carried on at the West 
Tennessee Expansion Station a few years 
ago. 

During a four year period, 482 steers 


fed. These were divided into 46 groups and 
experiments with numerous Tennessee feeds 
were made. In every case silage and cot- 
tonseed meal formed the basis of the ration. 
The prime object of the project was to def- 
initely determine the most economical pro- 
portions of cotton seed meal in the ration. 
Careful data was kept on each steer in or- 
der to note the influence of type and breed- 
ing on gains produced. 

Results Obtained.—The results of the 
tests indicated that medium cotton seed 
meal rations, of 5 to 7 lbs. are equally as 
efficient as high meal rations of 7 to 9 lbs., 
so far as gain was concerned, and the gain 
was made at less cost. Medium meal ra- 
tions made better gain than low meal ra- 
tions of from 3 to 5 lbs. These experiments 
show that feeders should not use cotton seed 
meal in large quantities unless the feeding 
period it to be very short. Over a period of 
time the most economical gains were made 
with 5 to 7 lbs. of meal per head per day. 

When cotton seed meal is cheap and 
where silage composes the remainder of the 
ration, it is advisable to feed 4 or 5 lbs. of 
meal the first 30 days, 5 or 6 lbs. the second 
30 days, and 6 or 7 lbs. the third 30 days. 
It is important that the animal become ac- 
customed to the meal by feeding lightly at 
first and gradually increasing the amount 
until it reaches full feed. This process 
should cover a period of 10 to 15 days. 

Heavy Feeding of It Not Harmful.—No 
serious digestive disorders or other sickness 
resulting from the heavy feeding of cotton 
seed meal were observed during the prog- 
ress of the experiment. It was noticed how- 
ever, that when the amounts of meal were 
in excess of 6 or 7 Ibs. cotton seed hulls 
proved slightly better as roughage than did 
the silage. 

The main points developed by these ex- 
periments were that medium amounts of 
cotton seed meal (5-6-7 lbs.) gave better re- 
sults than either small or large quantities 
of meal. When medium amounts of meal 
are fed little difference can be found in 
gains when hulls are fed and when silage is 
fed. In such a case the price should deter- 
mine for the feeder which shall be used.

The Rocky Mountain News, published at 
Denver, in its issue of February 28th, con- 
tained an excellent likeness of Abner 
Graves, former Denison and Crawford coun- 
ty man, and a reader of the Review for fif- 
ty-two years. The picture showed Mr. 
Graves in the act of taking a piece of cake 
cut from a huge birthday cake with ninety 
candles burning, and wearing a smile that 
would have made the late Col. Roosevelt en- 
vious. Mr. Graves is living at 1535 Logan 
street, Denver, and celebrated his ninetieth 
birthday by arising at 3 o’clock a. m., walk- 
ing around the block a couple of times be- 
fore breakfast and smoking five cigars dur- 
ing the day and partaking of four cups of 
coffee. His old Crawford county friends, 
those living in Denison, Dow City and Char- 
- Oak, will read the following with inter- 
est: 

One of the original ’49ers in the gold rush 
to California, a pony express rider in the 
tays when mail was carried across the con- 
inent by means of horses, a participant in 
the first game of baseball ever played, held 
in Cooperstown, N. Y., in 1839, Abner 
Graves, pioneer real estate, mining and cat- 
tle man of Colorado and Denver, yesterday 
tlebrated his ninetieth birthday at his 
home at 1535 Logan street. 

Mr. Graves celebrated by arising at 3 
Velock yesterday morning to start work on 
his autobiography, in which he will include 
many facts pertaining to the early history 
f the west. Later in the day he took a 
walk, circling the block in which his home is 
vcated several times, and to show his high 
tegard for Lady Nicotine, smoking five ci- 
gals before nightfall, and also consuming 
“3 —: of coffee. 
un spite of the weight of the passing 
eats, Mr. Graves declared in an interview 
ey that he felt strong and spry. 

fully expect to live to be 135 years 


old,” he said. “And there is no reason why 
I shouldn’t. All my life I have worked hard 
out in the open, prospecting for gold for 
many years in California, and engaging in 
the profession of mining engineer for fif- 
teen years after that. I feel almost as fit 
and hearty now as I did fifty years ago.” 

Born in Cooperstown Feb. 27, 1834, young 
Graves at the age of 14 took passage in one 
of the few old sailing vessels going around 
Cape Horn to the western coast. Already 
the first echoes of the gold rush were being 
heard in the eastern part of the United 
States and Graves was among those who 
answered the siren call to go forth and seek 
the fortune waiting to be uncovered in the 
virgin California soil. 

Previous to his departure from Coopers- 
town, he had been graduated from the Otse- 
go academy for boys at that town. He set 
out on the long sea voyage, which was to 
mean so much in his later life, despite the 
objections of his parents. 

Re is the oldest surviving pony express 
rider. 
some years later, he participated in the ro- 
mantic trips that have been sung and writ- 
ten of ever since. Eight or nine years be- 
fore the transcontinental service was inaug- 
urated he was riding for the Wells Fargo 
and the Adams Express companies in Cali- 
fornia, making a 42 mile trip each night. 
He states that he was rated as the second 
best rider of all the outfit during these 
years. : 

Going to Cedar Rapids, Iowa, shortly af- 
ter the civil war ended, Graves entered the 
cattle and farming industry, cultivating and 
stocking more than 18,000 acres of land. He 
came to Denver from Denison, Iowa, and 
has been in this city for the last thirty 
years. 

Graves is also one of the granddaddies of 
American Masonry, having joined the 
Shrine many years ago in Iowa. Coming 
to Denver he affiliated with the El Jebel 
Shrine, and has been active in the affairs of 
this organization ever  since.—Denison 
(Iowa) Review.

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THE VALUE OF THE PURE BRED SIRE 
IS REFLECTED IN THE DRESSED STEER. 

A recent report from the United States Department of Agri- 
culture has to do with a test that was made at a certain western 
farm in which the real value of a pure bred sire was clearly dem- 
onstrated. The report tells of a pair of two-year-old steers that 
were fed alike in the same lot for a period of five and one-half 
months after which they were slaughtered and the carcasses com- 
pared. One dyessed carcass weighed 715 pounds and the other one 
weighed 470 pounds, the latter a common steer with no breeding 
and the former a pure bred beef sire. The dressing percentage of 
the pure bred steer was 61 per cent and that of the scrub was only 
42 per cent. The good steer brought 19 cents per pound wholesale 
and the scrub 12 cents. The difference in weight and the difference 
in price together made the pure bred steer bring a little better than 
double the money received for the scrub. The good steer required 
no more attention than the scrub and required no more feed, so 
than there can be but one conclusion and that strongly in favor of 
the pure bred sire. Men who willfully neglect to make use of pure 
bred bulls are doing themselves a great injustice.

SIGNS OF A CATTLE REVIVAL 
FROM THE GREAT SOUTHWEST. 

A correspondent of the California Cultivator reasons that the 
cattle industry is already on its way back, using the following.ar- 
gument to persuade his readers that he is using sound judgment: 
“Are cattle actually coming back? I think so. Why? Because 
there is a distinct shortage of aged steers, and comparatively few 
yearly steers purchasable. Because there are few cattle on feed 
in any Southwest state. Because the first districts to liquidate are 
now getting a little strength and starting to restock. Because cows 
and good grade stock cattle are selling $5.00 or more per head 
higher than in November in Arizona and New Mexico. Because 
West Texas is buying Southern Arizona and New Mexico steers at 
5 to 6 cents f. o. b. where they went begging a few months ago at 
$4.50 to $5. Because packers have gone into the Salt River Valley 
already and paid according to rumor $8.50 for fat steers on con- 
tract f. o. b. Because while supply has been decreasing demand 
has increased. Because this is the tag end of liquidation. Because 
there will be no surplus of early California grass beef to permit 
packers to play hob with prices this year and drive them down to 
the price they care to pay, and lastly, because a measure of cattle 
will be held back in the association selling plan, and probably the 
bulk sold through speculators, if even a half or third of the Cali- 
fornia beef sellers sign up. Speculators won’t let them glut if they 
can help it. For once the speculator may be of some good, and 
contain an iota of usefulness. Another reason is that packers have 
started to make a little profit again and if they can boost live stock 
up they will make more. Whether its a regular come back or an- 
other flare depends on finance. An election year may delay it, or 
if the farmers and cattlemen kick enough, nationally, they may 
quicken it.” Better breeding walks hand in hand wth this new de- 
mand and will figure conspicuously in iits ultimate success. Here 4 
where the pure bred breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle will fin 
an outlet for the good bulls they should right now be breeding. This 
is the time to purchase good seed stock with which to lay a foun-

Speaking of Milking Qualities.

of the rural population to the great cities 
as is here indicated a positive result will be 
less producers and more non-producers to 
feed, this only requires better farming and 
better meat production which can not be 
successfully accomplished of course without 
the assistance of the super beef animal—the 
Aberdeen-Angus. The item says: 

“Last spring we spoke of the drift oi 
farm population to the cities in the state of 
New York. We now have a report of the 
Department of Agriculture showing what 
the extent of cityward drift has been 
throughout the nation as revealed in figures 
for 1922. During last year there was a 
movement from farm to cities of approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 people, while there was a 
reverse movement from cities to farms of 
880,000. This leaves a net loss to the coun- 
tryside of about 1,120,000, which was com- 
pensated only by the excess of birth over 
deaths from the agricultural population of 
460,000, which means a net loss of one and 
one-half per cent of our strictly farm popu- 
lation. 

“There can be no comfort in these figures 
except among those who advocate the wick- 
ed theory that the way for farmers to im- 


prove their condition is to reduce produc- 


tion. The sight of fallow fields, or unplow- 
ed fields running to weeds, or of empty 
pastures where no live stock are grazing is 
not a sight to give comfort to the owne1. 
The better cure for bad business is more 
business, and the better cure for unprofit- 
Able farming is more farm crops. While it 
might seem that practically one-half million 
less farm people occupying the land would 
leave a better chance for those who remain, 
it is also certain that every time that a farm 
is abandoned it depresses the selling value 
of the farm adjacent. My advice at this 
moment would be, to those who are still 
farming, to farm more energetically than 
ever. We are living, just now, in a tempor- 
ary flush of business activity. There is prac- 
tically nobody unemployed. Prices for this 
year’s food as it is sold from the farm are 
certain to be good and probably better than 
for three years past. The farmer who has 
the most stuff .to sell will have the most 
money in his pocket at this year’s finish.”

FIRST IMPORTED FROZEN 

MEATS OF THE SEASON. 

The middle of February saw the fiist im- 
ported meats for the year. Through one of 
the leading live stock journals we learn that 
“In spite of the high tariff on meats this 
country is importing some. Last week (mid- 
dle of February) imports of frozen meats at 
New York were 1,160 quarters of beef and 
400 careasses of mutton from Argentina, 
and 75 quarters of steer beef and 100 veal 
carcasses from Canada.” This would seem 
to indicate that there is not so very much 
of a surplus of meats in this country at the 
beginning of 1924.

Heavy Cattle Not so Plentiful. 

In a recent interview in the Omaha Jour- 
nal Stockman Axel Anderson, of Winne- 
toon, Knox county, Nebraska, says: “There 
are very few heavy cattle in Knox county 
this year. We have quite a few cattle, but 
they are mostly yearlings and medium 
weight stuff, while a year ago heavy steers 
were plentiful up in that country.” This is 
mentioned to show the trend of the cattle 
business at this time, which is significant 
to the real cattleman of today.

Another item in the same issue 
says: “Ninety per cent of the hogs, sixty 
per cent of the cattle, and fifty per cent of 
the sheep and lambs that are slaughtered 
in Los Angeles come from outside states,” 
So the above reported shortage will affect 
considerable territory.

Nebraska Adds Good Ones 


By H. J. GRAMLICH, Dept. of Animal Husbandry 


Realizing that you are always interested 
in Aberdeen-Angus transactions, I take 
pleasure in dropping you a line informing 
you of the recent purchase by the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. As you doubtless know, 
Mr. James McClung, of Indianola, Nebras- 
ka, is not enjoying the good health which 
he used to and consequently has decided to 
move in where the bugs gather around the 
street lights. On my return from the Den- 
ver Show, I stopped at Indianola and pur- 
chased nine cows from Mr. McClung. Most 
of these cows weighed over 1400 pounds 
when they arrived at the college. There 
were three calves at foot when the purchase 
was made and three additional calves have 
been dropped since. There will be some 
more calves within another month, so that 
in a comparatively short time we will have 
an entire herd from this one purchase. Un- 
fortunately, we have had a few individuals 
which would rank as only fair in our Aber- 
deen-Angus herd at the college. These are 
now in the fattening pen and will soon be 
on the Omaha market. 

It appeals to me that this is a wonderful 
time to put the plain ones on the meat hooks 
and replace them with the real article. We 
are hoping to be able to come forth with 
Aberdeen-Angus steers of our own breeding 
in the future that will do credit to any herd. 

You probably know the outcome of the 
beef carcass contest at Denver. In case you 
do not, permit me to state that while the 
University won grand champion carcass on 
a grade Hereford heifer, the reserve cham- 
pion was won on Izadore, a registered Aber- 
deen-Angus senior calf by Black Varsity 
222255. This bull sired the grand champion 
carcass at Denver in 1923, likewise the steer 
that produced the grand champion carcass 
in 1921. In the yearling class, we won first 
on Ebenezer, another son of Black Varsity, 
and second on Bravo’s Star, a Krotz-bred 
steer by Bravo of Denison. We won five of 
the six ribbons in the open class and both 
champion and reserve champion honors. 

The pedigree of the reserve champion 
steer may be of interest to your readers. 
For several years we had neglected purchas- 
ing a new Aberdeen-Angus bull and conse- 
quently had bred Black Varsity back to a 
number of his heifers. That is what hap- 
pened in the case of this calf’s mother. In 
addition to being inbred to that extent, the 
sire and dam of the maternal grandam were 
three-fourths brother and sister. This calf, 
Izadore, represented a very intensely bred 
animal. He was not highly enough fitted 
to win on foot, however he was a very good 
individual and hung a beautiful carcass. The 
men in the packing houses considered the 
champion and reserve champion carcasses in 
a class by themselves as compared with the 
entire showing of other carcasses.

Kinds at the former 
figure were of rather thin flesh and plain 
quality, although a few strictly common 
light steers sold around $6.50 and below. 

Best heavy steers sold at $11.70 today, 
establishing a new top for the year on 
weighty cattle. A shipment of 49 steers of 
mixed breeds, including a few Shorthorns, 
Aberdeen-Angus and Herefords, averaged 
1555 Ibs. and sold to Sturtevant & Haley at 
that price. They were from Whitside coun- 
ty, Ill—Drovers Journal, Chicago, Febiu- 
ary 21st.

Across the Way. 

The Old country sales for February were 
highly gratifying according to detailed re- 
ports given in the Banffshire Journal. De- 
spite the prevalence of foot and mouth and 
the restrictions upon the movement of cat- 
tle throughout the Isle the big annual events 
were put on and the prices attained were 
decidedlv for betterment of cattle condi- 
tions. At Perth the prices went to 1000 
guineas or over upon three occasions, once 
when J. E. Kerr’s reserve champion Junior 
bull calf, Prince of Salonica, made 1300 gs., 
this calf being of February, 1923: Mr. Kerr 
also had the champion bull in the March, 
1923 class—Prince Peaceful—for which the 
King gave 1050 gs. G. M. Grant had an en- 
trv in the April class that went to D. M. 
Allan at 1000 gs. 423 head averaged $285. 
The 303 head of bulls on sale made $10.00 
per head average over the 282 head sold last 
year. A healthy condition. 

At Aberdeen there was a strong demand 
for good “crossing bulls” and anything of 
merit reached good nrices. Here 350 head 
made an average of $170.00.

Taxing Pure Bred Live Stock. 

“In response to an inquiry from the sec- 
retary of an assessment commission in Con- 
necticut, the United States Department of 
Agriculture advises a policy of assessing 
pure bred cattle at little, if any, higher than 
grade cattle for the purpose of local taxa- 
tion. The inquiry also asks for informa- 
tion on the policy of the United States Gov- 
ernment with regard to encouraging farm- 
ers to keep pure bred animals. 

The reply of A. T. Semple, a live stock 
specialist of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
on this question which is believed to be of 
general interest, contains the following 
opinion: ‘Pure bred cattle should be as- 
sessed little, if any, higher than grade cat- 
tle for the purpose of local taxation, lest 
someone be discouraged in keeping good 
cattle, which are of considerable value to a 
community on account of their ability, in 
most cases, to improve the common stock 
and thus increase the wealth of the com- 
munity. The Department of Agriculture is 
trying to encourage farmers to keep good 
pure bred cattle. Regardless of their mark- 
et value as pure breds, their value for im- 
proving the common stock of the country is 
being gradually increased as improvements 
are being made by selective breeding. Con- 
sequently, every reasonable effort should 
be made to encourage their production.’ ”
